“Because of this man’s ignorance, I will now 
be denying Chick-fil-A’s permit to open a res- 
taurant in the ist Ward.” 

The alderman has the ideological support 
of Mayor Emanuel. “Chick-fil-A values are 
not Chicago values,” the mayor said in a state- 
ment when asked about Moreno’s decision. 
“They disrespect our fellow neighbors and 
residents. This would be a bad investment. 


since it would be empty” 

Moreno is relying on a rarely violated Chi- 
cago tradition known as aldermanic privilege, 
which dictates that City Council members 
defer to the opinion of the ward alderman on 
local issues. Last year Moreno wielded that 
weapon to block plans for a Wal-Mart in his 
ward, saying he had issues with the property 
owner and that Wal-Mart was not “a perfect 
fit for the area.” 

Chick-fil-A already has obtained zoning for 
a restaurant in the 2500 block of North Elston 
Avenue, but it must seek council approval to 
divide the land so it can purchase an out lot 
near Home Depot, Moreno said.

Still sweating through your shirt and sticking to your chair when it’s not even August? Whether you’re commuting to 
work, dining outdoors or braving an outdoor festival, we’ve rounded up some tips for dressing to beat the heat from 
three Chicago experts: Suzanne Kopulos, founder and style editor of fashion site garmental.com; Kate Coxworth, 
founder and fashion designer of the label Kate Boggiano; and Shanaya Capo, founder and stylist of personal styling 
and wardrobe consulting firm StyleMaveni9. They may not be able to will the 90-degree temps away, but if they can 
make them a bit more bearable, we’re cool with that, erin gibbons is a redeye special contributor. 


Love lightweight fabrics. 

Dressing to stay cool isn’t only 
about less fabric-it’s also about the 
type of fabric. Our experts recom- 
mend forgoing synthetic fibers for 
natural fabrics-which absorb mois- 
ture and allow air to pass through 
to your skin-whenever possible. 
Translation: Instead of polyester, 
nylon, rayon and acrylic, look for 
cotton, poplin, seersucker, linen 
and even summer-weight wool. 
“Anything that breathes is going 
to be your friend,” Kopulos said. 

“I feel like an 80-year-old woman 
saying that, but it’s true.” Also look 
for looser silhouettes that won’t 
stick to your skin-one exception 
being moisture-wicking synthetic- 
performance fabrics that will help 
keep you cool, even if they fit more 
tightly. Bamboo-blend fabric is 
becoming more popular, and it’s a 
warm-weather winner because it’s 
both sweat-absorbant and antimi- 
crobial, meaning it resists bacteria 
that make sweaty clothes stink. 

Ditch the dark colors. 

It may seem obvious, but many peo- 
ple overlook it: As much as you may 
love black, it’s not doing you any 
favors during the summer months- 
and neither are brown or navy, for 
that matter. Whether you’re dress- 
ing for work or playing outdoors, 
opt for white, beige, taupe and 
other colors that reflect light rather 
than absorb it. 


Don’t sweat it 

The darkest and lightest colors win 
when it comes to hiding inevitable (and 
icky) sweat spots. So we lied when we 
said black isn’t doing you any favors. 
While it may cause you to sweat more 
than other colors because it absorbs 
sunlight, it redeems itself slightly by 
not showing said sweat. Still, whites 
and pale shades that keep you cooler 
and hide sweat are win-wins. Bright 
colors, which show a darker version of 
themselves when wet, are a gamble. 

The worst color you can wear? “Gray,” 
Kopulos said. “It’s the all-time most 
awful.” Some prints can also help hide 
sweat spots. 

Learn to love layers. 

When you’re going in and out of air 
conditioning and transitioning from 
hot days to cool evenings, layering is 
an essential survival tactic. For women, 
wear a sleeveless shirt or camisole 
when you’re commuting or window 
shopping. Then throw on a blazer or 
sweater when you walk into your of- 
fice building or a store, and take it off 
again when you meet your friends for 
happy hour or dinner. Added benefit: A 
bright tank can give you a pop of color 
that’s a nod to the color-blocking trend, 
Coxworth says. Multi-purpose items 
work the same way. For guys heading to 
Millennium Park after a casual Friday at 
work, for example. Capo recommends a 
linen or cotton-linen-blend pant with an 
inverted zipper at the knee, which easily 
can be converted into cargo shorts. 


MORE 

TIPS 


Now that you know the basic principles of dressing to 
beat the heat, our experts share some specific strate- 
gies for three types of very hot Chicagoans. 

THE FEST-GOER 


DO bring a 
great bag. Hold 
your sunscreen, 
shades and wa- 
ter bottle, keep 
a lightweight 
shirt to throw 
on if you feel 
like you’re get- 
ting sunburned, 
and store layers 
you’ve taken off. 
Just make sure 
the bag itself is 
lightweight. 


DO dress for comfort. Think tube 
dresses, rompers, loose cotton 
shorts and lightweight woven 
shirts or T-shirts-airy clothing that 
won’t be cumbersome whether 
you’re standing for hours or sitting 
in the grass. 


DON’T be duped by denim. Cut-off 
jeans are popular among festival go- 
ers, but they’ll make you hotter than 
you think. “Denim is like the devil,” 
Coxworth said. “It’s so heavy, it just 
weighs you down.”

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Competing airlines have matched United’s recent fare increase, getty images file 


Airline ticket prices 
hit higher altitudes 


Get ready to pay a little more to fly this year. 

A fare hike initiated last week by United 
Airlines has been matched by several 
competitors, including Southwest Airlines, 
the nation’s largest domestic carrier. 

United increased round-trip fares $4 to $io 
last week, then waited to see if its competitors 
would match the raise. In the past, fare 
hikes initiated by one airline typically were 
dropped unless they were matched by most 
of the nation’s major airlines, particularly 
Southwest. 

Over the weekend. United’s hike was 
matched by Delta, US Airways, American and 
Southwest, according to Rick Seaney founder 


of farecompare.com, a travel website that 
keeps track of airfares and fees. 

The United hike is the seventh attempted 
increase in 2012 and the fourth that has been 
matched by all the major carriers. 

Seaney said he doesn’t expect more 
increases for the next few months because of 
the expected drop in demand for airline travel 
in the fall. 

Meanwhile, under new rules that won 
court approval Tuesday airlines can no 
longer understate the cost of a plane ticket 
by leaving taxes and government fees out of 
their advertised rates. The rules are designed 
to make travel advertising more transparent.

Amy Winehouse 
film still a possibility

One year after the death of Amy Winehouse, 
the artist’s legacy continues to grow. 

The catalogue of music left by the singer 
has seen a sales surge in the year following her 
untimely demise July 23, 2011, notching high 
positions on the Billboard music charts. 

Winehouse sold 1.15 million digital song 
downloads and 855,000 albums in the 12 
months following her sudden death at the age 
of 27, according to Nielsen SoundScan figures. 

Music bearing the Winehouse signature 
continues to surface. Perhaps the strongest 
of her posthumous releases came this month 
courtesy of rapper Nas. The hip-hop veteran 
is essentially a guest on his own song as Wine- 
house sings the hook to the track with cool, 
jazzy toughness. 

Her father, Mitch Winehouse, speaking to 


the Associated Press, confirmed that her un- 
finished songs are being worked on. “Lioness: 
Hidden Treasures,” the first posthumous col- 
lection of her odds and ends, already has been 
released. 

“We’re working with [producers] Salaam 
Remi and Mark Ronson to see what they’ve 
got,” he said. 

“But we have to be mindful; we don’t want 
to put anything out that could be damaging. It 
wouldn’t be right for Amy’s fans.” 

In the interview, her father didn’t reject the 
possibility of a movie about her life as he has 
before. 

“We don’t want a sensationalized movie go- 
ing out, you know, but equally there’s no point 
in sort of massaging the fact that Amy was a 
alcoholic and drug addict,” he said, “No point 
in pretending that didn’t happen.”

Fana Island 
settles down

When Fang Island 
put out its self-titled 
debut in 2010, the 
band’s MySpace 
described the 
music as “everyone 
high-fiving each 
other.” Some critics 
joked instead that 
the album’s piled- 
on guitar riffs 
sounded more like 
a collection of “SportsCenter” theme music, 
but the point was the same: If you were to 
imagine music that sounded “awesome, bro” 
the result would pretty much be Fang Island 
and its songwriting technique of cramming 
as many guitar solos into a single song as 
possible. 

Two years later, things are a little 
different— and not just in the sense that 
even bands have stopped using MySpace. 
Fang Island’s follow-up effort, “Major,” still 
is positive, life-affirming music heavy on

guitar solos, but it’s a shade less bombastic 
than its predecessor. The vocals are a little 
more prominent, and the album begins and 
ends with lighter-waving piano anthems 
reminiscent of Ben Folds when he still used 
guitars. You’re more likely to find yourself 
singing along to a chorus than a guitar riff, 
which is, in this case, kind of a shame. Not 
only are the lyrics fairly bland, but where 
Fang Island reaUy excels is in finding and 
playing around with memorable guitar parts. 

The group does this to great effect on 


the strong middle sequence of “Make Me,” 
“Never Understand” and ‘Asunder.” But 
when its instincts go awry Fang Island settles 
into one math-rock groove and bludgeons it 
for far too long, creating music that makes 
for better “Guitar Hero” levels than actual 
songs. The result is an album that can be 
uneven in the multiple ways it chooses to 
make music that sounds awesome. But don’t 
worry bro— it’s still pretty sweet.

Plenty of fictional creations 
have sprung from imagination 
to reality in the minds of movie 
characters. Look at the computer- 
generated woman in “Weird Sci- 
ence.” Or, last month, the living 
teddy bear in “Ted.” 

^t few stories about people/ 
animals/robots/whatever magi- 
cally coming to life bring along the 
moral complications of Ruby Sparks (played by the film’s 
writer, Zoe Kazan). She begins as a creation in the mind of 
Calvin (Paul Dano), an author who’s gone lo years without 
a true follow-up to a debut novel that has, to Calvin’s cha- 
grin, caused many to label him a genius. The more Calvin 
writes about Ruby a cutie not far from the Manic Pixie 
Dream Girl mode, the more real she becomes to him, until 
she becomes real to everyone. 

The make-believe character appears in Calvin’s house as 
his girlfriend, and she’s not just in his mind. Even Calvin’s 
skeptical brother (Chris Messina), who says, “Quirky 
messy women whose problems are endearing are not real,” 
admits that something magical has occurred. He notes 
that, for men everywhere, Calvin cannot let this opportu- 
nity to go to waste. After all, if Calvin writes that, say Ruby 
speaks French, she suddenly speaks French. The possibili- 
ties are endless. 

Calvin’s too good a guy for that; at first, he’s just happy 
to finally have a girl who brings him out of a lonely unpro- 
ductive funk. Needless to say the relationship teems with 
underlying weirdness, and “Ruby Sparks” (from “Little 
Miss Sunshine” directors Jonathan Dayton and Valerie 
Faris) acknowledges that Calvin sometimes treats Ruby 
more like a daughter than a girlfriend. What the movie ig- 
nores on its way to a finale that’s part “Eternal Sunshine of 
the Spotless Mind” and part “(500) Days of Summer” are 
Calvin’s insecurities and possessiveness. Each trait would 
be an issue even if he learned that the pursuit of perfec- 
tion— on paper or in a person— is a losing battle. 

Ruby’s supposedly unrealistic level of quirkiness doesn’t 
quite come back to bite Calvin, which would have been 
a nice way to reinforce the fantastic imagination of writ- 
ers— or just single guys conditioned to pursue a contrived 
Zooey Deschanel clone. “Ruby Sparks,” which features 
Annette Bening and Antonio Banderas as Calvin’s mom 
and stepdad, still insightfully trades on people’s need for 
clarity both as a creative type and someone looking to col- 
laborate with a partner. 

Or you can continue trying to change your significant 
other and see how that goes.

What if fantasy were reality? 

Zoe Kazan wants to know

Some have asked Zoe Kazan why “Ruby Sparks,” a comedy/ 
drama about a male author who writes about a female char- 
acter who comes to life as his real girlfriend, doesn’t feature a 
female writer controlling a man. 

“That holds no emotional weight for me,” says the movie’s 
28 -year-old star and first-time feature screenwriter. “Eve never 
felt in a relationship like I was the one with the daydream. Eve 
always felt like they had a daydream of me and I was somehow 
trying to live up to it or fulfill it or dispel it so they could see 
the real me.” 

In the film opening Wednesday fiction blends with reality 
as Kazan plays Ruby the fictional character who jumps off the 
page, and Kazan’s real-life boyfriend, Paul Dano, stars as Cal- 
vin, the writer who can’t believe his creation has appeared for 
him to love for real. He then struggles with the realization that 
if he changes her on the page, she’ll also change in reality The 
movie intriguingly focuses on a relationship far more compli- 
cated than that of the usual romantic comedy which Kazan 
says often involves male characters who hate the female char- 
acters or a woman who is “heU-bent on marriage.”

That’s sort of 
more what I was interested in. And certain 
things about Ruby when you first meet her, 
her sort of mercurialness ... or for instance, 
she’s really independent.

that was one of the things he first fell in love 
with. Abu don’t get to pick and choose. I’m 
not so interested in addressing the manic pixie 
dream girl thing. It was more about what hap- 
pens when you have to reconcile yourself to 
the real person. 

Paul said he’s seen the “SNL” skit, “Bein’ 
Quirky with Zooey Deschanel.” 

It’s funny 

It is funny, and I’m interested in that line

But she’s not so quirky I don’t reaUy know 
what that word means.

She’s an individual 
person. I’m not conventional looking, and I 
don’t dress conventionally but I don’t think of 
myself as quirky I have really specific interests 
and ideas and personhood and I think that 
word is a dangerous word. Part of the reason 
that skit is funny is that it’s actually making 
fun of hipsters. But it’s funny because it’s 
vague; you can put a lot of things under that 
rubric.

On why he’s returning to 
the show: “I think that be- 
ing able to show America 
how a formerly obese chef 
could turn his life around, 
his health, and then the 
other thing was, I married 
Jesus [Salgueirol. I had one 
of the largest gay weddings 
in America. Being proud of 
being a gay American chef. 

... There’s always funny gay 
contestant in the mix of every 
reality show, did you ever no- 
tice that?” 

On his weight ioss: “There’s something 
funny about the ‘big fat chef.’ I had 
played into that character where I just 
thought that was part of my persona. 

But what happened was, something ugly 
called diabetes came upon me ... and I 
had to do something about it. I went on 
this major health kick and lost over 100 
pounds. ... When you feel good about 
your health, there’s nothing that even 
remotely comes close to tasting that 
good.”

On his change of heart about 
the show: “I hesitated about get- 
ting into the food competitions. 
Everybody [has a] different style

Takashi, in December, 
it’s gonna be five years. Little by little, 
by year by year, we’re getting a very 
strong team there. So that’s why we 
decided to open Slurping Turtle, be- 
cause I can spend a little more time 
[there].” 

On camaraderie with the other 
chefs: “You guys might thing we are 
[enemies] ... we have to do what we 
have to do, and I want to be better 
than someone else, of course we 
do. But [at the] end of the day, we 
get together have a dinner together and have a 
drink together and we celebrate that moment. 
We have made a lot of new friends now.”
